ORDER 

On February 22,2019, the Judicial Hearing Board, by its vice-chair The Honorable Darrell 
Pratt, presented to the Court its recommended decision (captioned as “Order”), recommending 
that the parties’ agreement and recommended sanctions, as set forth therein, be adopted. 
Thereafter, on February 26, 2019, the Judicial Investigation Commission by Teresa A. Tarr, 
Judicial Disciplinary Counsel, filed its consent to the recommendation. The respondent has not 
filed an objection or consent to the recommendation. 

Upon consideration, the Court is of the opinion to and does hereby concur with and accept 
the recommended sanctions from the Judicial Hearing Board pursuant to Rule 4.12 of the Rules of 
Judicial Disciplinary Procedure. It is therefore ORDERED that: 

(1) Respondent shall be, and he hereby is, publicly censured for violating Rules 1.1,1.2, and 
1.3 of the current Code of Judicial Conduct, and he is hereby reprimanded for violating 
Rules 8.4(a) and (c) of the Rules of Professional Conduct for the conduct set forth in 
Paragraph 10(d) of the recommended decision; 

(2) Respondent shall be, and he hereby is, publicly censured for violating Canons 1,2A and 
B, 3C(1), and 4A(2) and (3) of the former Code of Judicial Conduct; Rules 1.1,1.2,1.3, 
2.4(A) and (B), 2.12(A) and (C), and 3.1(A), (C), and (E) of the current Code ofjudicial 
Conduct, and reprimanded for violating Rules 8.4(a) and(d) of the Rules of Professional 
Conduct for the conduct set forth in Paragraph 10(e) of the recommended decision; 

(3) Respondent shall be, and he hereby is, publicly censured for violating Canons 1,2A and 
B, 3C(1), and 4A(2) and (3) of the former Code ofjudicial Conduct, and repr iman ded 
for violating Rules 8.4(a) and (d) of the Rules of Professional Conduct for the conduct 
set forth in Paragraph 10(f) of the recommended decision; 
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(4) Respondent shall be, and he hereby is, publicly censured for violating Rules 1.1,1.2 and 
1.3 of the Code of Judicial Conduct, and reprimanded for violating Rules 8.4(a) and (b) 
of the Rules of Professional Conduct for the conduct set forth in Paragraph 10(g) of the 
recommended decision; 

(5) Respondent’s license to practice law in the State of West Virginia shall be, and it hereby 
is, annulled; 

(6) Respondent shall be, and he hereby is, permanently enjoined from ever seeking public 
office, by appointment or election, in the State of West Virginia; 

(7) Respondent is hereby fined in the amount of $3,000.00 for the foregoing violations of 
the Code of Judicial Conduct and the Rules of Professional Conduct stated herein; and 

(8) Respondent shall pay the total costs of these proceedings in the amount of $5,871.12.
